before the storm. 

From prisoners, Red army men 
said they learned that many of the 
Nazi replacements were German 
factory workers only recently 
called into military service. 

Two settlements in the south- 
western combat zone were report- 
ed recaptured in two days of fight- 
ing which cost the Germans heav- 
ily and several inhabited localities 
were liberated jn another area. 

“Units operating on one of the 
sectors of the Kalinin front annihil- 
ated in fighting about 700 enemy 
officers and men,” a communique 
said. “Seventeen enemy tanks 
were put out of action.” 

The German 16th army, fighting 
against encirclement in the Staraya 
Russa sector of the Kalinin front, 
was officially alleged to be burning 
both the bodies of its dead and its 
immobolized wounded to conceal 
losses before withdrawals.

block the allied attack. It is hard 
for the Swedes to know what to 
believe. 


BRITAIN HAS REASONS 

There is no particular reason for 
Hitler to invade Sweden at this 
juncture unless he really fears an 
allied invasion or plans to invade 
England. It may be that Hitler 
wants to solidify his position in 
Norway because he expects to be 
busy this summer in southeastern 
Europe and Russia and fears that 
Britain will take advantage of his 
preoccupation to attack him from 
the reav. 

Britain has good reasons for at- 
tenipting te invade Norway, if 
there ts any prospect of success. 
One reason is Norway's position 
athwart the line of supplies to 
Russia. Norway provides excellent 
bases from which Hitler's sub- 
marine packs can harry Allied 
shipping. 

Moreover, Germany's super- 
battleship Tirpitz is in Norway and 
is believed to be supported by other 
formidable units of the German 
navy. These may include the pocket 
battleship Admiral Scheer, the 
cruiser Admiral Hipper and the 
aircraft carrier Hindenburg. Ger- 
many has at least six other cruisers 
and numerous destroyers. 


FLEET GRAVE THREAT 


This fleet not only constitutes a 
grave threat to Allied shipping in 
the North Atlantic, but to Britain 
itself. If Hitler decides to attempt 
an invasion of the British Isles—a 
possibility Britain has never ruled 
out for this spring—the fleet would 
play a major part in escorting the 
invasion flotilla across the Nortn 
Sea. 

If Hitler wants to invade Eng- 
land by that method, passage 
through Sweden would greatly fa- 
cilitate the massing of the necessary 
army, mechanized equipment, air- 
planes and supplies in Norway. It 
would be much more efficient and 
less hazardous than the sea route 
through the Skaggerak. 

Sweden's position is extremely 
difficult, She desperately has 
tried to remain an island of neu- 
trality in a world sea of war and 
has consistently refused to con- 
sent to the passage of German 
tervops across her territory, 

However, the war has cut Sweden 
off from the outside world except 
through Germany and German- 
controlled Europe, Germany takes 
care of the bulk of her exports and 
provides goods in return. Sweden 
is dependent on Germany for trade. 


Sweden presumably would resist | 


if Germany attempts invasion. She 
has an army of over, 500,000, a 
sizeable air force, good” arms and 
mechanical equipment. Neverthe- 
less, she would be in the gravest 
danger of sharing the fate of the 
ether countries Hitler has atlacked.

His motion came after City 
Comptrolier A. A, Campbell had 
intimated that the reserves be- 
ing set aside in the system were 
insufficient to take care of the 
rehabilitation program outlined 
four years ago by a transportation 
expert.

The estimates of the license de- 
partment, the city garagq purchas- 
ing agent, land department, special 
reliet department, city market, civic 
employment buresu, electric light, 
street railway and telephone de- 
partments were tentatively ap- 
proved. 


NEW PHONES NEEDED 

During the discussion on-the tele- 
phone department estimates super- 
intendent Robert Christie intimated 
that he anticipated that between 600 
and 900 new subscribers would be 
added to the system during the 
year. This estimate, he added, was 
conditional on the department be- 
ing able to get the necessary sup- 
plies to make the connections. Re- 
striction in the amount of wire to be 
used in making connections would 
affect the number of installations 
that could be made, he added. 

Utility estimates still to be con- 
sidered are the power plant and the 
waterworks department, Allied with 
the utilities is the city’s billing sec- 
tion. These estimates will be con- 
sidered at Wednesday's meeting. 

Estimates for the license depar!- 
ment amounting to $9.463 were pass- 
ed in short order, Revenue from 
general license, dog and bicycle tags 
was estimated at $72,000 compared 
with $73,292 actually collected last 
year. 
POSSIBLE FUSION 

Ald. Guy Patterson asked if the 
commissioners were giving con- 
sideration to the amalgamation of 
this department with the assessor's, 
Commissioner John Hodgson said a 
report would be submitted later on 
this fusion, and reminded the alder- 
men that: license inspector Thomas 
McCallum had been granted an ex- 
tension in the service until Decem- 
ber 31. 

Land department expenditures 
were approved at $17,218, of which 
$15,188 was for salaries; Other ex- 


penditure jtems were: postage, 
printing and stationery, $1,000; 
transportation, $400; advertising, 


$500 and telephones $130. 

Estimated revenue in the depart- 
ment was $126,000, of which $15,500 
will come from commission on land 
sales and rents, and $110,500 from 
rentals of city property, 

Answering a question by an ald- 
erman, John Patterson, department 
superintendent, said the greatest 
care wis exercised to see that no 
prorperty was sold to enemy aliens,

ON SOLID BASIS 

During a discussion on real es- 
tate values, Commissioner Hodgson 
expressed his conviction that the 
Solid growth of recent years has 
put Edmonton on a solid basis as 
far as building is concerned. 

Estimated expenditures for the 
city garage of $26,635 were passed 
after aldermen had asked a few 
questions concerning the deprecia- 
tion on Diesel busses.

MUCH GAS NEEDED

The department anticipates a sur- 
plus of $127,990 compared with 
$131,000 last year. 

Discussing capital expenditures in 
electric light and power department, 
Ald. Ogilvie suggested that $43,536 
be spent on a duct line from the 
power house to Jasper Avenue to 
be placed in reserve and used sub- 
sequent to the war as a rehabilita- 
tion project. 

Ald. Sidney Parsons said there 
were 1,500 men now in Edmonton 
seeking work. The construction of 
these underground ducts should be 
done now to give them employment. 

The underground ducts were be- 
ing constructed to eliminate the 
overhead line from the power house 
to Jasper Avenue, William Barn- 
house, plant superintendent, told 
council, 


MUST BE DONE SOON 

The advantage of doing this work 
this year, said Mr, Barnhouse, was 
that the ducts would be ready as 
soon as material was available. He 
said that present poles would not 
last very much longer, and con- 
sidered this work should not be 
very long delayed, 

The appropriation of $43,536 was 
passed, the commissioners being 
instructed to use discretion whether 
the work would be proceeded with 
this year or left until after the war. 

Other capital estimates passed 
for this department were: Highway 
and urban lighting, $6,000; meters, 


$5,000, and transformers, $2,500. 


Total current expenditures passed 
for the street railway department 
was $932,502, and revenue $898,750, 
leaving an estimated deficit of 
$33,752 on the system's operations. 

City Comptroller A, A. Campbell 
intimated that the reserve set aside 
for the street railway renewals was 
insufficient. He referred to the 
report of an expert made four years 
ago in which it was stated that 
$1,500,000 would be required for re- 
habilitation of the system, The re- 
serve being set aside did not pro- 
vide for this work, he said. 

GET RESERVES NOW 

He said that at this period of pat- 
ronage expansion the reserves 
should be set aside, so that the re- 
habilitation program can be pro- 
ceeded with. 

A motion by Ald. Mitchell that 
the four tickets for 25 cents be in- 
troduced on the system was reject- 
ed by Mayor Fry, who said such 
motion should come before council 
by way of notice of motion. 

He then moved that the revenue 
figures of the department be in- 
creased by $15,000.

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Action On The Tax Front 


People all over the Dominion will have 
to remember in a personal and very prac- 
tical way this week that they are at war. 
Next Tuesday is the dead-line for sending 
in Dominion income tax returns, accom- 
panied by the amounts due. To be on the 
safe side, this is another chore which had 
better be attended to during the present 


week, 

Ex-Premier Bennett said he always 
took pleasure in paying income taxes. 
Even those who cannot claim ta enjoy the 
exercise have several causes for satisfac- 
tion in doing so. Filling in the return and 
writing the cheque are reminders that one 
has an income sufficient for his needs— 
else he would not have to pay anything. 
The contribution, however small, will help 
to keep our fighting forces ready and 
equip them with the best tools money can 
buy. There will be more Canadians pay- 
ing income taxes this year than ever be- 
foré; which is another way of saying that 
more of them now have incomes large 
enough to be taxable. These surely are 
reasons why the paying should be done, 
and the form filled in, with gratitude and 
solid satisfaction. 

But whether are no, the return must 
be mailed by Tuesday next, along with the 
amount due under whatever method of 
paying one has decided to accept. There 
is no option about it. To default means 
to incur financial penalties, which are se- 
vere—as well as the mental penalty of re- 
gret for shirking a duty in a time of na- 
tional crisis. 

The trouble, and the tax, will be no 
smaller tomorrow than they are today. 
The sensible thing is to do it now. 


A Call To Inventors 


General McNaughton says one of the 
reasons for his visit to Canada “is to 
carry pa message to Canadian industry that 
we want to win this war not by the blood of 
our sons and daughters but by our intelli- 
gence. ... We-have not only to think out 
the newer weapons, and better types, but 
forge them and produce them in mass 
quantities, so that we can bring this strug- 
gle to a satisfactory conclusion”. 

Elsewhere the Canadian commander 
has stressed the need of maintaining our 
army oversea and supplying it with the 
necessary reinforcements. In this _pas- 
sage he puts the emphasis on the need of 
arms, new and improved types of arms, 
and “mass quantities” of them. 

There is no conflict between the two 
views. Arms without an army would be 
only spoils for the enemy. An army with- 
out ample equipment of the best types 
would only be “cannon fodder” for the 
Super-armed Axis forces. There must be 
both a sufficieney of men and a suffi- 
ciency of weapons for them to use. 

In particular General McNaughton 
calls for “newer weapons,” of kinds and 
types the enemy has not “thought out”.. 
This is a challenge to the inventors of 
Canada, and of every other of the United 
Nations. What is the answer to the tor- 
pedo, and the submarine, and the bomber 
plane and the tank? Whoever can “think 
out” the weapon to counter one of these 
may save the lives of uncounted thousands 
of Allied soldiers and civilians, and help 
to bring the struggle to a “satisfactory 
conclusion”, 

The creation of an Army Technical 
Development Board is a step toward car- 
rying this evolutionary idea into practice. 


No Surrender 


Having tried for three months to crush 
the American-Filipino forces and failed, 
and spent three weeks wondering what to 
do about it, the Japanese at the week-end 
resorted to terrorism and told the men at 
Bataan they must surrender at once or 
“suffer the consequences”. The reply was 
what could be expected. There wasn’t 
any. 

A new and intensified attack on the 
peninsula and the island forts will follow 
as a matter of course. The former Jap- 
anese commander having committed sui- 
cide because he could not conquer or de- 
stroy the defenders, General Yamashita 
was given the job. To all the reasons 
which Gen, Homma had for doing his ut- 
most to break down the resistance, Yama- 
shita must add another. If he fails, the 
prestige he won in Malaya will fade out, 
and he will have to follow Homma’s ex- 
ample in committing hara-kiri or live under 
a cloud. It can only be supposed therefore 
that the fighting will be more savage than 
it has yet been. 

The ultimatum carried an unconcealed 
threat which Gen. Wainwright and his men 
cannot have overlooked. They know the 
“consequences” at Hong Kong, where an- 
other garrison refused to surrender on de- 
mand, Their decision to fight was a deci- 
sion to fight to the last. However the 
battle may go, the people of the United 
States and the people of the Philippines 
owe these men the reverence due to heroes, 
in which the peoples of all the United Na- 
tions will want to share. 

The marines who held Wake island 
and the troops who held Tobruk can salute 
the garrison of Bataan and their Filipino 
allies as comrades of their own order of 
valor.

A split is reported to have occurred in 
the Moslem League, as Sir Stafford Cripps 
arrived in India to find out what form of 


constitution, if any form, would consolid- . 


ate the races against the Japanese. One 
section of the League would cultivate 
Meslem-Hindu unity by agreeing to the 
setting up of provincial governments—on 
condition that Moslem provinces be estab- 


lished where these are in the majority. The 
other section demands that India be divid- 
ed into separate and autonomous Moslem 
and Hindu states, 

This cleavage may make Sir Stafford’s 
mission easier—on paper. The provincial 
plan of organization would offer ground 
for agreement between the one Moslem 
group and the Hindus, and leave the separ- 
ationist Moslems in a strong minority. 
Whether this arrangement would result in 
a solid front, or any effective front, 
against the Japanese is another matter. 

Militarily, Hindu resistance to the in- 
vader would be bought at a heavy price if 
it involved losing the active support of a 
powérful section of the Moslems, For the 
latter, and the Sikhs, are the fighting 
races of India. If they stand together they 
can put a tremendous force of born sol- 
diers in the field, whatever the Hindu ele- 
ment might do or not do. To immobilize 
any considerable section of these warlike 
tribes, for the sake of securing Hindu as- 
sistance, would be historically unwise. 

_ Sir Stafford has taken on a task to test 
the tact of any man. His hope of success 
must lie in the chance that the danger to 
which India is exposed will induce all its 
races to join in its defence; rather than the 
chance that it can be saved by any sort of 
bargaining which would leave the war- 
minded tribesmen divided and disgruntled.

tian Teaching Literally 
in Career 
By HAROLD L. WEIR 

There is dead in Vancouver, at 
the age of 68, James Shaver 
Woodsworth, longshoreman, cler- 
gyman, university lecturer, titu- 
lar head of the Co-operative 
Commonwealth Federation and 
one of the greatest and most 
sincere humanitarians of the age. 

Mr. Woods- 
worth has been 
a distinguished 
and beloved fig- 
ure in Canadian 
public life for 
a good many 
years. 

It is a tribute 
to his personal 
qualities of mind 
and heart that 
although his 
political dOc* Harold L. Welt 
trines struck at 
the sensitive pocketbooks of a 
gocd many people in this coun- 
try, there was not one to be 
found who bore a grudge against 
Woodsworth the man. 

His political convictions may 
have been loathed, The logical 
corollaries of his economic be- 
liefs would, indeed, have strip- 
ped a great many of wealth and 
position. But, among the horde 
threatened by these doctrines, 
never, to my knowledge, has any 
one spoken of him other than 
with appreciation and respect. 

Possibly this universal ack- 
nowledgement of his good faith 
and this astonishing lack of ran- 
cor in his political enemies were 
due, almost entirely, to the pas- 
sionate sincerity of the man. 

So many professional reform- 
ers are poseurs, so many are 
selfish inquisitors, so many dis- 
play the essential cruelty and in- 
tolerance of fanaticism, that a 
man like J. S. Woodsworth stands 
out like a star against the tinsel 
constellation of shabby doctrin- 
aires that adorns any political 


sky. 

There was no pose about 
Woodsworth's humanitarianism. 
There was no pretence about his 
passionate love of humankind. It 
absorbed him completely. 

I remember, a good many years 
ago, looking up from my work to 
find a distinguished, bearded 
figure in my office. 

My visitor wanted information 
which I happened to have about 
distress among certain people in 
a certain part of Canada. 

I gave him this information, 
and we chatted briefly about it. 
But as we got into the details of 
the sorrowful existence of these 
people, his face lengthened with 
an inexpressible sadness. He 
broke off in the middle of a 
sentence, absorbed in thought. 

And presently, without a fur- 
ther word, he got up quietly and 
walked out of the room. 


For him, the situation was be- 
yond the reach of words. 


No Bitterness 

Distress grieved him beyond 
expression, And yet there was no 
bitterness jn his protest against 
the dolorous world-as-it-is. 

Never was his nature soured. 
Never was his disposition unkind. 
Never was he anything but gen- 
erous to his foes, 

His was the cause of the com- 
mon man. And yet his partisan- 
ship was without ill-nature and 
his advocacy of human rights 
without the acrimony of the 
Special pleader. 

There was a gentleness in his 
judgment that lent itself neither 
to ranting nor to condemnation. 

That was why he could not 
bring himself to speak when the 
full distress of the people of 
whom he sought information in 
my room came upon him, 

I have often thought of him In 
that moment—and usually with 
a touch of awe—as the melan- 
choly of compassion seized him. 

For, upon my soul, there is 
something in my memory of him, 
some shadow of sublimity that 
fell across his face, that always 
recalls the words of another 
Humanitarian as he stood above | 
a fated city: 

_“O Jeruselem, Jerusalem, which

and, indeed, Christ’s whole pas- 
sionate devotion to the cause of 
the homeless and hopeless poor, 

Mr. Woodsworth, I am certain, 
knew quite well that had Christ 
lived in our day, in his vagabond- 
age, he would have been moved 
on by the police, perhaps arrest- 
ed by the police, 

But 1910 years ago, it was not 
quite the same story. You see, 
our law has a turn of humor or 
a touch of fancy about it that

doth gather her brood under her 
wings, and ye would not!” 

It is impossible to think of J. 
S. Woodsworth and his mission 
in other than a religious sense. 

It is true that he forsook the 
Christian ministry for the polit- 
ical field and for a section of that 
political field which has fre- 
quently been noted for its deri- 
sion of religion. 

And yet, in his political teach- 
ing and in his life, there was an 
element - that was inseparable 
from the Christian doctrine, 

Perhape that element was not 
easily recognized by the religious 
formalists, 

I do not know, of course, but 1 
am inclined to think that Mr. 
Woodsworth was not always a 
good churchman. This is but a 
guess. 

The fact is, you see, that he 
was one of those unique persons 
who took Jesus Christ literally.

Break On Prices 


OTTAWA, March 24—(CP)—The 
wartime prices and trade board. in 
a move aimed at permitting main- 
tenance of the price ceiling on meat, 
Monday night announced a new or- 
der, effective immediately, which 
will have the effect in some cases 
of reducing the cost to retailers of 
meat and meat products. 

Under the order retail stores are 
entitled to buy meat and meat pro- 
ducts obtained from cattle or hogs 
at a cost not greater than the high- 
est price paid by that store to the 
same packer or wholesaler during 
the basic period Sept. 15-Oct, 11 last. 

Under the maximum prices regu- 
lations, a meat seller previously was 
permitted to charge all his custom- 
ers the highest price obtained from 
any individual customer during the 
basic period, provided usual dis- 
counts and terms of sale were con- 
tinued, 

The new order requires packers 
and wholesalers to observe their in- 
dividual maximum prices to eacn 
retail store. 

A board statement said the new 
order was drawn up to protect the 
retail price at which meat is sold to 
the ppc Ae .

Dies Monday 
In Victoria 


VICTORIA, March 24—(CFP)— 
William M. Davidson, 69-year-old 
founder and former owner of the 
Calgary Albertan, and one time 
member of the Alberta legislature 
died here Monday, 

Born in Wellington, Prince Ed- 
ward County, Ont. he was educated 
at Toronto university and began his 
journalistic career as parliament- 
ary correspondent for the Toronto 
Star 

After a post as editor of the now 
defunct London, Ont, News, he 
went to Calgary in 1901 and found- 
ed the Albertan. He came here in 
1930, but retained his interest in 
the Albertan until he sold out to 
a group headed by the late George 
M. Bell in 1926. 

During his residence in Calgary 
he was @ member of the school 
board and was twice elected to the 
Alberta legislature, once as a Lib- 
eral and again as an Independent 
Liberal. 

He was married twice. His first 
wife, the former Miss Christine 
Robertson, daughter of Dr. James 
Robertson, Toronto, superintendent 
of Presbyterian missions in Western 
Canada, died a few years after he 
moved to Calgary. The second Mrs. 
Davidson was the former Miss Ethel 
Hayden, of Calgary. 

Surviving are his widow, two 
sons, James, of Medicine Hal, Alta., 
and W. M. Davidson, of Edmonton, 
and a daughter, Mrs. Francis Mar- 
tin, of Montreal. 


City Approves 
Living Bonus 
For Employees 


Continued from Page One 
Form completed by the employee 
and on file with the city comptrol- 
ler. In the event that any employ- 
ees have not completed a National 
Defence Tax Declaration Form 
then each such employee shall be 
considered to belong to the class 
consisting of unmarried employees 
without dependents. 

“The cost of living bonus shall be 
payable retroactively to the Ist day 
of January, 1942, but suoh retro- 
active payment, shall be paid only 
to employees of the city as at 
March 9, 1942. 

“The cost of living bonus shall 
be payable for statutory holidays 
and annual vacation and for sick- 
ness leave granted with pay, but 
shall not be payable in respect of 
any salary or wage payable to em- 
ployees in lieu of notice, or in lieu 
of holidays, or as a gratuity or 
overtime. 


NOT CONSIDERED WAGES 

The cost of living bonus shall not 
be considered as wages or salary 
for the purpose of the City of Ed- 
monton Pension Bylaw. 

“Where the cost of living bonus 
is payable for part of a week the 
following scale shall be used: 

“Married employees and unmar- 
ried employees with dependents—1 
day 33c; 2 days 67c; 3 days $1.00; 
4 days $1.33; 5 days $1.67; 6 days 
$2.00. 

“Unmarried employees without 
dependents—1 day 17%c; 2 days 33c; 
$3 days 50c; 4 days 66c; 5 days 83c; 
6 days $1.00. 

“The half day of a five and one- 
half day working week shall be 
considered a full day for the pur- 
pose of paying this cost of living 
bonus, but it shall not otherwise 
be payable for less than a full day's 
work.” 


TO PURCHASE LAND 

Authority was given the com- 
missioners to purchase from the 
C.N.R. 100.4 acres of land needed for 
airport extension. Price of this land 
is set at $19,500, of which $15,000 was 
appropriated in last year’s estimates. 
This appropriation was made for 
the purchase of 86 acres, but it was 
subsequently found that additional 
land would be needed to bring the 
airport runways up to Dominion 
government standard. 

The council's resolution under 
which trainees at two industrial 
schools would be permitted to travei 
on street cars at children’s fare was 
rescinded when city commissioners 
reported that this concession was 
likely to cost approximately $6,000. 

The rescinding motion carried a 
rider that the question of fares to 
be paid by these trainees be refer- 
red to the commissioners for a fur- 
ther report on the number of 
trainces to whom the concession 
would extend. and also a detailed 
statement of the cost. 


REPAIR MARKET 

Approval was given to the com- 
missioners’ recommendation that 
$1,263 be spent on renovation and 
improvement of the market build- 
ing. These renovations and improve- 
ments would include the installation 
of ventilation systems in the com- 
fort stations and that portion of the 
building occupied by fish and meat 
stalls, renewal of brick work in 
walls and chimneys, and drainage 
and other work. 

Ald. Parsons, commenting on the 
request of tenants in the building 
for the erection of « $70,000 new 
building, said he was opposed to 
such suggestion. He wag of the opin- 
ion that any structure erected as 
the city market should be one de- 
signed to take care of future ex- 
pansion, A $70,000 building would 
be quickly outdated in the city's 
expansion, he stated, and suggesi- 
ed that any permanent building 
should be of more than two storeys 
and should cost nearer $250,000 than 
$70,000.

Ald. Ainlay Seeks Probe Into Soldiers’ Tax Remissions 


Complete Investigation 


With List 


Of Refunds 


Is Advocated At Council 


Complete investigation into tax remissions given to all 
Soldiers on active service will be sought by Ald. H. D. Ainlay, 
who asked that the commissioners bring down a return giv- 
ing a full list of all such tax remissions made under the Sol- 


diers’ Home Relief Act. 


City commissioners intimated the 


return would be made as soon as the information could be 


Seeks Probe 


compiled. 

Ald. Ainlay is seeking this in- 
formation so that the attention 
of the provincial government can 
be drawn to anomalies now exist- 
ing under the legislation. He 
added that many soldiers, who 
were earning more now than 


when employed in civilian life, 
were obtaining the tax remission. 


His understanding of the purport | 


of the act, he said, was that it would 
give relief from taxation tc soldiers 
on active service who were making 
substantial financial sacrifice to 
serve their country. Many who are 
getting this remission are not, and 
never will be on active service. 
They are too old, added Mr. Ainlay. 


CITES CASE 

He cited a case in which the sol- 
dier property-owner was Overseas, 
his wife working in the country as 
a teacher, and the city home was 
rented, and asked if the legislation 
contemplated such a situation. He 
could not see why tax remission 
should be made on property which 
was being rented. If the property 
was being used by the wife as her 
home there would be justification 
for the remission of the taxes, he 
stated. 


CHARGES DISCRIMINATION 

Ald. Ainlay, who mentioned no 
names, charged that the provisions 
of the tax remission plan were 
“discriminatory.” He declared that 
there are some men benefitting 
from the provision, whose active 
service pay is “three or four times” 
their remuneration as civilians. 

The proposed exemptions this 
year are estimated to cost the city 
$35,000, as against $27,000 last year. 

Ald. Ainlay urged that a protest 
be forwarded to the provincial gov- 
ernment and that request should 
be made for insertion of a “ceiling” 
in the Soldiers’ Home Relief Act, 
under which municipalities must 
exempt from the local taxation 
home properties of men enlisting 
in active service forces and apply- 
ing for such exemption six months 
or more subsequent to enlistment 

Supporting his contention that 
the legislation is discriminatory, in 
that it helps only the home-owners 
who enlist, with no relief for 
equally desérving cases who are 
renting homes, and trying to keep 
up that rent on small military pay. 

He declared that “Surely that’s 
not the spirit of the act.” 

“Well, it's the letter of it, any- 
way,” Ald. Bisset declared. 

City Solicitor T. E. Garside, K.C., 
said it was possible that tax exemp- 
tions had been granted in cases such 
as cited*by Ald, Ainlay, The soldier 
was entitled to exemption on ap- 
plication after he had been six 
months enlisted, he said. The grant- 
ing of the. remission of taxes was 
mandatory under the act. 

Ald. J. H, Ogilvie said it was a 
pity the provincial government did 
not leave the exempting to the civic 
authorities, and added that “we 
are now embarking on a course and 
it might as wel: be continued.” 

Commissioner. John Hodgson 
stated Tuesday morning that the 
list of tax remissions under the 
Soldiers’ Home Relief Act would be 
compiled as rapidly as possible and 
made available for publication. He 
gave this reply when asked by The 
Bulletin for a complete list of all 
exemptions made by the city under 
the act’s provisions.

L. T. Miquelon, 
Pioneer, Dies 
At Wetaskiwin 


Veteran of the Rebellion of 
1885 and life member of the 
Northern Alberta Péoneers and 
Old Timers’ Association, Louis T. 
Miquelon, of Wetaskiwin, died at 
Wetaskiwin on Tuesday. He was 
81 years old, 

Funeral services will be held at 
10 a.m. on Thursday from the We- 
taskiwin Roman Catholic church, 
with Rev. Fr. McDonald officiating. 

One of *the most colorful figures 
in this province, Mr. Miquelon was 
borri at Wolf County, Quebec, on 
July 21, 1860. 

Coming west at an early age, he 
commenced and constructed prac- 
tically the entire highway from 
Qu’Appelle, Sask., to Medicine Hat. 
In 1885 he moved to Calgary to 
assist in the construction of various 
works at Medicine Hat. 


CAME WITH TROOPS 

In April, 1885, he came north with 
troops under General Strange, act- 
ing as a horse driver and also as 
an interpreter. 

He often related in later years 
that his greatest experience of the 
campaign was at Fort Pitt, where 
400 Indian families were captured 
and among the prisoners were 
Chiefs Big Bear and Poundmaker, 
two of the most prominent chiefs of 
that era. 

During the rebellion Mr, Miquelon 
was wounded in the shoulder. 

In the autumn of 1885, he return- 
ed to Qu’Appelle and in 1890, he 
moved to Calgary. On July 8, 1892, 
he settled at Wetaskiwin and locat- 
ed on a farm adjacent to the city, 
on which he lived until the time of 
his death. 

FIRST BUILDING 

Mr. Miquelon built the first build- 
ing in Wetaskiwin on Lot 1, Block 
2, Plan M, which, in 1926, was oc- 
cupied by the Wetaskiwin Produce 
Company. 

He is survived by one brother, P. 
A. Miquelon, of Edmonton; five 
sons, Gerard, of Coalspur; Edward 
of St, Paul, Minn.; Wilfred of Cal- 
gary; Philip of Eckville and Hector 
of Wetaskiwin and three daughters, 
Mrs, Charles Browne, Edmonton; 
Mrs. Donald McCallum, Edmonton, 
and Mrs. Michael Molyneau, Cal- 
gary.

Enlargement of the prostate as 
occurring in a man past fifty is due 
to an overgrowth of the muscular, 
glandular, or fibrous tissue norm- 
ally found in the gland. Many 
times, such enlargement will occur 
without a previous infection or in- 
flammation being found in a study 
of the patient's history. Some of 
the common causes which produce 
irritation and congestion of the 
prostate are: Wrong diet, constipa- 
tion. and kidney or bladder trouble. 
Or, the trouble may result from a 
flare-up of a former infection 
thought to have been eradicated. 

Due to the location of the gland, 
an enlargement of one or more of 
its lobes may serve to obstruct the 
outflow of liquid waste lezv.ng the 
bladder. Such obstruction will in 
turn produce most of the symptoms 
to be found in prostatic enlarge- 
ment. The severity of the symptoms 
will depend wpon the degree with 
which the escape of liquid is ob- 
structed. 

Some of the usual symptoms of 
a prostatic enlargement are: First, 
a reflex ache or pain which may 
appear in the lower back and which 
the patient may call lumbago; sec- 
ond, irritability of the bladder 
which induces a desire to empty 
this organ frequently and which 
may disturb the rest during the 
night; third, a burning sensation 
while voiding; fourth, an inability 
to empty the bladder completely; 
and fifth, difficulty in starting the 
elimination af fluid, The fluid which 
is retained in the bladder may un- 
dergo decomposition thus leading to 
cystitis. Urethral discharge may 
occur which will cause the first 
portion of fluid to take on a cloudy 
appearance, 

The mental symptoms seen in 
prostatic enlargement may cause 
the patient to be depressed, irrit. 
able, lacking in self-confidence and 
given to worry. 

In the treatment of the average 
case, such measures as massage, 
dilation and diathermy will usu- 
ally bring considerable relief. The 
hot Sitz bath may also be used to 
| 800d effect. The use of a better 
diet and the avoidance of constipa- 
tion are necessary if prostatic irri- 
tation is to be removed. When 
the trouble has gone too far, surg- 
ery is the only way out: however, 
results which are satisfactory in 
every way, may often be ubtained 
in cases not too far advanced by 
conservative treatment.

NE YORK, March 24.—(AP)—I have never forgotten a little ring that 
was sent to me from Flanders Field during the First Great War. 
When I received it, I already knew that the childhood friend who had 


sent it had been killed in action. 


Yet the note which accompanied the ring was like a message of joy. 
It said: “I made the ring myself from the metal of the shattered bell 
of an old church which was de-# 


stroyed. Between offensives, a 
few of us rigged up a melting pot 
and had fun doing this metal ham- 
mering. It isn’t perfect, but I hope 
you will like it,” 

I did like it because I felt that 
although the young soldier who 
sent it now was among the dead 
heroes, he had been happy during 
the hours he worked making this 
gift, and I like it particularly for 
the sentence which said: “A few of 
us had fun.” 


CREATE DIVERSION 

All sorts of things have been 
thought of to fill the leisure time 
of the men in the fighting forces 
of the United States. The United 
Service organization js organized 
for that purpose. 

Yet, in my opinion, the best way 
to build up morale of a man js to 
permit him to create his own diver- 
sion within himself. By that I 
mean, to teach him how to use his 
hands in some handicraft as a true 
balance for his mind. 

I have therefore volunteered my 
services to organize groups of ar- 
tists throughout the country and 
to obtain their voluntary services 
for “training men in a hobby.”

Stabilizer for emotional disturb- 
ances? 

Aside from the present, which is 
vital in these tragic days, we must 
also look toward the future, and 
by training the men of tomorrow in 
a creative hobby, we would insure 
their happiness when permanent 
peace comes,

Twelve Girls Now Finger Print 
Experts In R.C.

TTAWA, March 24.—(CP)—Tented arches, loops, whorls, double loop- 
and accidentals—they’re .all part of the day's work to 12 young 
women recently added to the staff of the Royal Canadian Mounted Police

As yet they can’t be considered female “mounties” in scarlet tunics.

In pre-war days the finger prints 
jof criminals forwarded by police 
jauthorities from all parts of the 
Dominion comprised the main 
work of the Bureau. Now as well 
as approximately 600,000 criminal 
prints the Bureau has filed away 
in rows of cabinets many civil sec- 
urity prints which have been sent 
in voluntarily for identification 
Purposes by key workers in indus- 
try as well as those applying for 
positions in police departments, for 
visas and for work in other 
varieties of war jobs. 

Classifying is the first step in 
registering prints in the bureau. 
|Through a complicated method of 
{calculating common characteristics 
the 10 smudgy prints of each set of 
impressions are brought to algebraic 
conclusions which have a definite 
meaning to experts. 

Known as the Henry system 
there are nine standard patterns by 
which all prints are classified. These 
comprise five in the numerical 
section and four in the non-num- 
erical section. 

The non-numerical section is 
divided into the plain arch, tented 
arch, radial loop and ulnar loop, 
and the numerical section has 
whorls, central pockets, lateral 
pockets, double loops and acciden- 
tals. 

THEY KNOW CURVES 

These mysterious terms which 
mean much to those who know 
are the curves and other character- 
istics common to all finger prints. 
The core or centre of the print, del- 
tas and ridges are examined, traced 
and counted. The classification 
formula is then brought into use. 

The girl classifiers work a 9 a.m.- 
5 pm. day with an hour and a half 
off for lunch. They now average 
100 prints a day although two rec- 
ords have been established at 175 


being classified 
prints go to the searching depart- 
ments where the prints are re- 
checked by Mounted Police ex- 
perts and filed under either of the 
two separate categories—civil de- 
fence or criminal.

Of Woodsworth 


OTTAWA, March 24. — (CP)— 
Prime Minister Macuenzie King 
led the House of Commons Mon- 
dav afternoon in paying tribute 
te J, 8. Woodsworth, leader of the 
Co-operative Commonwealth Fed- 


eration and member since 1981 
for Winnipeg North Centre, who 
Ged in Vancouver Saturday night. 

He said Mr, Woodsworth had been 
described as a “demagogue” but 
“to my mind Mr. Woodsworth was 
one of the most sincere and least 
self-seeking of members.” 

Because Mr. Woodsworth had 
been so constant in his criticism 
and so downright in his denuncia- 
tion, it had been difficul, except 
to those who knew him well, to 
realize his kindly, gentle nature. 


CONSTANT IN BELIEFS 

“He was a missionary of a great 
cause—the well-being of his fellow 
men,” Mr. King said. He had been 
constant in his beliefs and ended 
ns he had begun without veering 
from the objective he set for him- 
self and his followers. 

Mr. King said Mr. Woodsworth 
had exemplified the spirit of social 
reform in parliament, His advocacy 
of socialistic methods had aroused 
controversies which served to ob- 
ecure his real purpose. 

Mr. Woodsworth was o pacifist 
and held to his belief to the Ipet. 
Philosophically, he had been right 
in saying war accomplished noth- 
ing, but he had not seen that 
reason must be given the oppor- 
tunity te prevail, and Mr. King 
believed the mental conflict 
caused by the present war had 
crushed his spirit. 

The prime minister said Mr. 
Woodsworth would have an honor- 
ed place in Canadian history, with 
his fearless advocacy of the right 
as he saw it. His championship of 
causes had won the admiration of 
even those who were opposed to 
him. 


SINCERITY NOT DOUBTED 

Conservative House Leader Han- 
son recalled his earliest acquaint- 
ance with Mr. 
he attended his first session 
1922. 

“To some. he may have appeared 
as a fanatic,” said Mr. Hanson. 
“However that may be, I am sure 
nobody ever doubted his sincerity 

“Down through the years he

Mrs. Dorise Nielsen (Unity, North 
Battleford), praised Mr. Woods- 
worth as a pioneer who had felled 
“many of the decayed trees of pre- 
judice,” and cleared away the “un- 
derbrush” of misunderstanding.

BERLIN, (from German broad- 
casts), March 24—(AP)—A Japan- 
@se naval spokesman was quoted 
by the German radio today as ad- 

, vocating ceaseless offensive as the 
key to victory and naming Aus- 
tralia and the Indian Ovean as 
areas which must be selzed “As 
strongholds for big future mill- 
tary operations.” 

The quotation was from Capt. 
Hideo Hiraide, writing in the Tokyo 
newspaper Yomiuri, to argue 
against prolonging Japan's pause ia 
attack—an interlude since the con- 
quest of Java by which, he said, 
“Japan is now on the defensive aud 
the Anglo-American powers on the 
offfensive,” 


MUST CONTINUE ATTACK 

“Defensive lines do not, however, 
lead to victory. Japan, therefore, 
must win the present war by offen- 
sive tactics, 

“It must continue its offensive by 
securing the Indir 1 Ocean and Aus- 
tralia as strongholds for big future 
military operations, 

“Although over 50 enemy- sub- 
marines and four out af a total of 
nine enemy aircraft carriers have 
been sunk Since the outbreak of 
war in the Pacific the enemy is 
expected to reinforce hig fleet this 
year by another 10 special carriers. 
The enemy will then be sure to at- 
tempt attacks from Hawaii, New 
Zealand, Samoa and other points.” 

Hiraide then discussed the opin- 
fon prevailing in some Japanese 
circles that the wealth of southern 
regions already ig entirely at Ja- 
pan's disposal and that the Japanese 
empire thus is invincible. 
“GREAT MISTAKE” 

The captain termed this a great 
mistake. 

“The raw material sources of the 
southern regions are not yet ac- 
ceasible, although in Japanese 
hands,” he wrote, 

“Only when Japan is able to 
make a practical use of these 
sources will her ition be in- 
vincible, Until then, numerous 
difficult problems must be sur- 
mounted, one of which is the 
transport question.” 

In conclusion, he said the Japan- 
ese navy ig determined to remove 
enemy influence entirely from the 
Pacific and pa oceans,

“Now is the time to join the regi- 
ment,” Col, Hale said Tuesday, “We 
are just starting our new training 
schedules and men who wish to 
get in on the ‘ground floor’ should 
enlist immediately, There will be 
promotions for men who show in- 
itiative and ability; every man 
will be taught how to handle a rifle. 
to use the bayonet, to operate the 
Bren and Lewis guns, and the} 
trench mortar and to learn disci-| 
pline through elementary drill 

“There will be excercises in 
field tactics which will give the 
new soldiers an insight into the | 
mechanics of modern war; there 
will be manoeuvres with some of | 
the latest army equipment which | 
will not only be interesting to 
red-blooded youths and men but 
will stretch their legs, take the 
kinks out of their: muscles, bring 
them out into the sunshine and 
serve as a real health tonic. 

“There is an obligation on every 
person who can carry a rifle to} 
train now. The course of this war 
shows only too clearly that we} 
must be prepared to defend Canada 
and our homes, That is what the 
reserve army is for to give men who 
still work at their civilian jobs a 
chance two nights a week and some 
week-ends to learn to be soldiers.”

The Edmonton Regiment per- 
petuates the 49th Battalion of the 
Great War of 1914-1918, 

In the Great War, the units raised 
were numbered by battalions, hence, 
Ist Battalion, 2nd Battalion, 42nd 
Battalion, 49th Battalion and others. 
Only a few, such as the Royal Cana- 
dian Regiment, the sole permanent 
force infantry regiment at that time 
and the Princess Patricia’s Canadian 
Light Infantry, raised at the start 
of the war and named in honor of 
the daughter of the then Governor- 
General, H.R.H. the Duke of Con- 
naught. bore names, 


With the reorganization of the 
Canadian Militia, regiments were 
named and the numbers dis- 


appeared. 

Thus, the 49th Battalion disap- 
peared when it was demobilized on 
its return here in the spring of 1919, 

The battalion crossed to France 
in September, 1915, and after some 
preliminary instruction in trench 
warfare, was posted to the 7th Cana- 
dian Infantry Brigade of the 3rd 
Canadian Division, which was 
assembled in France, 

Brigaded with the 49tH were the 
Royal Canadian Regiment, the 
Princess Pats and the 42nd Royal 
of Canada (Black 
Watch) of Montreal. 

MAJOR ACTIONS 

The 49th fought in all the major 

actions in which the “Iron Third" 


Division was engaged. These in- 
cluded fighting in the cellars of 


| Hooge, the Snout, Sanctuary Wood, 


Mount Sorrel, Hill 70, Lens, Avion, 
Mericourt, Arras, Amiens, Pelves, 
Monchy-le-Preux, Canal du Nord, 
Cambrai, Valenciennes and on the 
morning of the Armistice, the 49th 
advanced astride the Mons-Conde 
Canal and entered Mons at 3 a.m.

question of shipping facilities crops 
up. And in the case of Australia 
the situation ig really desperate, 
Gasoline and oil'have to be shipped 
the great distance from the United 
States. Japanese submarines and 
bombing aircraft aggravate the 
problem still more. And as the 
United States increases its forces 
in Australia the problem of oj] and 
gasoline supply must become even 
more acute, 

And all this means that motorists 
in Canada and the United States 
will do less joy riding until the 
submarine menace is finally beaten, 

Of course in the case of rubber 
the shortage is not ar. indirect ona 
as in the case of gasoline and oil. 
There just isn't the rubber here. 

And until a huge government 
synthetic plant program is com- 
pleted in a year or two, or the war 
ends, or other good substitutes are 
developed, there just won't be any 
rubber for civilian use. ©

Viewed in a detached manner the 
situation ig somewhat’ amusingly 
ironic, 

For instance, the continent of Asia 
bas far fewer automobiles on a per 
capita basis than any other con- 
tinent. But as matters stand at the 
moment it possesses nearly all of the 
rubber needed by America which 
has by far the largest number of 
motor vehicles on a per capita basis 
of any continental area. 

From a purely practical stand- 
point the situation is positively 
silly, The Japs can sit down 
among their recently stelen rub- 
ber plantations and gloat but 
that's all they can do with the 
rubber at the moment. Even if 
they had the tire factories to turn 
out tires.in quantity they still 
wouldn't have the cars te put the 
tires on. 


At the same time, Japan's chief 
patner in crime, Germany, also suf- 
fers from a great shortage of rub- 
ber. And the two of them just can't 
get together, 

And of course motor loving Can- 
adians and Americans will never get 
caught again in this kind of a fix, 
you can depend on that. Either by 
home grown rubber crops or syn- 
thetic plants this continent will soon 
have its own rubber problem solved 
and it will be solved for keeps, 

So the Japs may be trying to sel! 
rubber mighty cheap in a few years 
after all. And it would serve them 
right.
